Priority 

3. Applicant's claim for domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e) is acknowledged 
based on provisional application serial number: 60/209,494 filed on June 06, 2000. 

EXAIVIINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

- DATAMART INCLUDING ROUTINES FOR EXTRACTION. ACCESSING, 
ANALYSING, TRANSFORMATION OF DATA INTO STANDARIZED FORMAT 
MODELED ON STAR SCHEMA -- 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Reasons for indicating allowable subject matter 

The present application has been thoroughly reviewed, upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner submits that Claims 1-3 are allowable in light of the 
applicant's arguments at page 1-7, and in light of the prior art made of record. 

The present invention is directed to a data extraction from various sources, 
analyzing data, more specifically computer implemented data processing that including 
configuration of each data records in databases, transform routine communicatively 
coupled with the extractor routine, transform routine receives data extracted by the 
extractor routine, central database storing the data in a star schema [see Abstract, 
page 2-3]. 

The closest prior art Jagadish et al. US Patent No. 5987108 is directed to 
telephone billing with customer defined budgeting, more specifically user telephone 
usage, billing information is processed, further users of telephone information is shared 
across multiple business units for providing integrated sendees that including update 
user profile, databases and like [see Abstract, fig 1a-1b]. 

Rassen et al. US Patent No. 6189004 is directed to creating databases, query 
structure for large databases, more specifically automatically defining query interiiace for 
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data mart, the data mart includes fact, dimensional tables for organizing data according 
to schema, typically standard star schema [see Abstract, fig l.fig 3]. 

However. Jagadish et al., Rassen et al., either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render obvious the recited feature "an extractor routine communicatively 
coupled with each said contact records datat)ases, said extractor routine extracts data 
concerning each event involving a customer communication from ead) of said contact 
records databases" In claim 1 , ^extracting from each of the communication contact 
system all data complying with the speciHcationsTm dalm 3. These features together 
with the other limitations of the independent claims are novel and non-obvious over the 
prior art of record. The dependent daim 2 being definite, enabled by the specifications, 
and further limiting to the independent daim, are also allowable. 

The newly dted art [pub. date: 20 July 2000] by Hanrrony Software, Inc. is 
directed to processing business information generated by multiple enterprises, more 
specifically, business infomiation is associated with the first, second enterprise based 
upon a set of standardized categories used in the data warehouse, further rules are 
used to extract a portion of the business information from the data warehouse and store 
in the data mart [see Abstract, page 2,fig 7]. 

The newly dted art [pub.date:12 Nov.1 998] by Sankaran, Mohan et al. is directed 
to updating target tables of data mart in respcxise to changes made by a transaction to 
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data stored in a source table of an operational database. Each source table contained 
within the operational database has a con^esponding dynanrvc. static image table, which 
are stored as part of a change capture database [see Abstract, page 4, fig 2].
